gram. 


“In 1948,” Chief Mueller said, 
“for every 100 drivers involved in 
a fatal accident, there were 22 
inttances of a sign, signal, or 
traffic officers having been over- 
looked or delib@ately ignored. No 
traffic violation can be more fla- 
grant than one of this nature.” 

The Safety Council pointed out 
that most drivers are only aware 
that highway signs come in sev- 
eral shapes and colors and pay 
scant attention to the significance 
of these differences. 

All highway signs fall into five 
groups, Chief Mueller said. Three 


of these shapes have exclusive 
uses. The round, octagonal, and 


crossbuck signs mean “railroad 
approach,” ‘“‘stop,” and “caution- 
railroad,’ respectively.
